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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's argument regarding claims 
withdrawing form examination stated as "new claims 19 and 28 and original claim 1 share overlapping novel subject matter, namely novel 
image processing." In response to Applicant's argument, examiner disagrees, because the rejection is not only based on "image 
processing". The newly added claims 19-38 were distinct from canceled claims 1-18. The distinction is "Identifying predetermined 
features within each image. Classifying features in terms of descriptive variables. Estimating model parameters. Calculating a likelihood 
value for an image. Ranking images in order of respective likelihood." Therefore, the final Office Action mailed on 7/3/2007 is sustained. 
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
